A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
vrarranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attached is a copy of amendments to claim 25, which are deemed to 
overcome the prior art. Applicant's representative and the inventor argue that Fargano is directed to a "testing" 
system. Although the specification of Fargano discloses that it is a training system, the examiner agrees that Fargano . 
uses testing as the means for training. This differs from the current invention, which relates the concept of behavior 
modification. The current invention sends a user a "mini-content object" which includes instructional materials. This 
mini-content object is actually sent to the user prior and separate from the guided practice activities. The guided 
practice activities are then sent to the user at known times throughout the day. This varies from both the Smith and 
Fargano references. Although Smith teaches behavioral modification activities being pushed to the user, the activities 
are large, strictly regimented and sent to a user at most once a week. Amendments to independent claim 25 have 
been agreed upon to cleariy claim this distinction. .
